1964 
wherein provision has been made for Import of dates from Iraq during April— 
September, 1964 licensing period. 

2. It has been decided to Issue additional licences to the established importers 
for Import of dates from Iraq during April—September 1964 licensing period so that 
the target fixed for import of dates from Iraq is reached by the 30th September 1964. 

3. Established Importers who are eligible in terms of the policy as announced in 
the Ministry of International Trade Public Notice Nos. 148-ITC(PN)/03, dated 5th 
December 1963 and 8-ITC(PN)/64 dated 3rd February 1964 may submit their appli¬ 
cations in the usual form and manner complete in all respects with documents etc. 
to the appropriate licensing authority in terms of the said Public Notices on or before 
the 18th of June, 1904. 

4. All incomplete applications are liable to be relected finally and they may not 
be considered, as celling earmarked for licensing of dates from Irad may not then 
be available. 

5. Additional licences issued in terms of this Public Notice to the eligible estab¬ 
lished Importers will be valid for three months or upto 30th September 1904 which¬ 
ever Is earlier. Import are to be effected by sailing vessels.
